Disinfect Entire Water System. | 
The story of how the town of Maidstone 
was relieved of the typhoid germ after ‘an 
epidemic extending over three years was 
told last night in a paper by Dr. G . Sims 
Woodhead before the Society of Engineers. 
On Saturday night the entire water service 


selected houses in the district worst in- 
fected. Chloride of lime was first mixed 
with the water in the reservoirs and then 
forced through the mains until the outfiow 
in the house taps became milky. Then the 
mains were pumped empty by means of fire 
engines, the reservoirs thoroughly cleansed, 
and the pure water again allowed to flow. 
The operation. occupied twelve hours, and 
is the only instance of the disinfection of 
water mains on so large a scale.

Former estimates and censuses had al- 
ways given Manila 300,000 population. This 
census was a careful count of natives and 
Chinese living in buildings and boats in the 
police districts of Manila, and it gave a 
total of 190,714, of whom 30,000 were China- 
men, |

the monasteries. From reliable informa- 
tion the officials estimate their number at 
between 50,000 and 60,000.

Deaths in Manila. 
The deaths in Manila officially reported 
during the six months from July 1 to Deo.

Tennessee Volunteers, and several soldiers 
have died, and there are other cases in the 
regiment. 
Fighting the Bubonic Plague. 
Bubonic plague is a visitor to which dis- 
tance ‘lends terror. Two months ago the 
Urst case was discovered in Manila. Since 
that time there have been 200 cases, accord- 
ing to the estimates of the health officers, and 
at least 80 per cent of them have resulted 
fatally. Yet there has been no panic, no 
families have fled from the city, nor has 
the usual routine of life in the city been dis- 
turbed. 

The plague is supposed to have begun 
in Cavite. It first appeared in Manila in 


the walled city, only a stone’s throw from 


the palace, where army headquarters are, 
and three persons were dead before the 
nature of their disease was suspected. 
_ Immediately Surgeon Major Edie, the 
health officer, organized a forcé of inspec- 
tors to enforce rigid sanitary measures on 
everybody, and the plague work was put in 
charge of Major Brown. | 
There are now 100 inspectors at work in 
Manila, thirty of them Chinamen and the 
others Filipinos. They are sent out 
squads, usually two Filipinos and a China- 
man, with a soldier to boss them and see 
that they Go their work and abstain from 
blackmailing. 


Need of Good Government. 

It is recognized that the greatest handicap 
to the success of American rule thus far has 
been the retention of all the old Spanish 
laws.

Demand Tariff Revision. | 

The most urgent demand of the business- 
men is for tariff revision. The Spanish tariffs 
upon imports were almost prohibitive against 
every country except Spain. The American 
government has abolished the discrimination 
in Spain’s favor, but has retained the other 
rates of the Spanish tariff even against 
goods from the United States, so that the 
cost of all imported articles is much greater 
than before American control. 

Old residents estimate the general advance 
in the cost of living at 300 percent. Salaries 
and wages have advanced hardly more than

Captain Shaffner’s Resignation De- 
‘manded from Springfleld, but He 
Does Not Send It—Officer Restored 
to Command Demands Withdrawal | 
of Several Subordinates and Disso- 
lution Threatens the Crew—Secre 
tary, J. Mack Tanner Talks, 


Another storm has burst over the Chicago 
Naval Reserves. Adjutant General Reece 
has asked the resignation of Captain B. M. 
Shaffner and has reinstated Commander 
Charles W. Johnson as head of the First 
Ship’s crew. As a result disintegration 
threatens the cdmmand. Three officers have 
been relieved from duty, the resignations of 
two more have been demanded, and others 
are threatening to leave the service. Among 
some of the men, too, there is discontent 
which may result in their demanding their 
discharge papers if the officers resign, as 
they declare they will. 

The state of affairs is the result of years 
of dissatisfaction, and was precipitated by 
the action of the Adjutant General. Follow- 
ing a visit to Springfield on Sunday by Com- 
mander Johnson orders were issued de- 
manding the resignation of Captain Shaff- 
her and reinstating Commander Johnson, 
Some time ago charges against Johnson 
were made by Captain Shaffner, and twenty- 
two officers of the naval militia, Johnson be- 
ing accused of misappropriating funds. 


Johnson Acts at Once, 


‘When Johnson was released from arrest 
and reinstated in his command last evening 
he immediately sent letters to five of the 
officers who were concerned prominently in 
making the charges against him. These of- 
ficers were Lieutenants H. D. Crocker and 
John Mackintosh; Passed Assistant Surgeon 
C. W. Leigh, and Assistant Surgeons B. J. 
Brougham and Harry R. Bidgood. The let- 
ters were delivered at once. When the of- 
ficers mentioned received hen they refused 
to hand in their resignations, their action 
having been decided upon previous to the 
demand. Commander Johnson was notified 
of their refusal, and after a short confer- 
ence with Paymastcr Johnson, released from 
duty the three surgeons, over whom, as staff 
officers, he has control. The release prac- 
tically means their discharge. No decision 
has been reached as to what action will be 
taken in regard to the line officers. 

A meeting of the officers of the militia will 
be held tonight in Room 202, Real Estate 
Board Building, and a communication signed 
* all but four or five will be sent to Spring · 
field, informing the Adjutant General that } 
the charges against Johnson must be heard | 
by court-martial or the State will have to 
“lispense the services of the signers. 
The only officers certain to stand by Com- 
mander Johnson are said to be Paymaster 
C. Porter Johnson, Chaplain E. M. Stires, 
Lieutenant C. H. Thorburn, and Ensign Cole. 
The protesting, officers say, they do not ob- 
ject to the demand for the resignation of 
Captain Shaffner, but that they will not 
serve under Johnson. | | 

Captain Shaffner said that he had not yet 
decided whether he would hand in his resig- 
nation, as requested. He says that the men 


and officers owilll stand by him. 


Annapolis Man to Be Appointed. 

Colonel J. Mack Tanner, private secretary 
to Governor Tanner, said in the evening that 
the action of the Adjutant General was the 
result of years of trouble in the Naval Mil- 
itia. He declared that Shaffner would be 
forced to resign. The appointment to the 
Captaincy has not been decided upon, but a 
graduate of Annapolis will be chosen. It is 
said that Lieutenant Henry L. Allen, Annap- 
olis, 89, and formerly of the United States 
navy, will be selected. 

Ever since its organization the Naval Mil- 
itia has been engaged in difficulties. Four 
commanders—S, H. Harrison, J. H. McMul- 
lan, Porter, and C. W. Johnson—have either 
resigned or have been placed under arrest. 
The list of subordinate officers who have 
left the militia numbers over fifty.

E. M. Williams, and Sidney Strong, while 
Dr. E. S. Carr and others spoke in their 
favor. Dr. David Beaton finally moved to 
table the whole matter, and on the assur- 
ance of Dr. Savage that something would be 
done the resolutions were thus disposed of 
by a vote of 8 to 28.

Fire insur- 
ance is written on the assumption, generally 
speaking, that 55 per cent of the premiums 
will be paid for losses and 35 per cent for 
expenses. These’ figures were exceeded in 
1800, when the expense ratio was only 33.33 
per cént, but the loss ratio was 92.77, mak- 
ing a total of 126.10. In New Vork State 
the losses and expenses were $5,070,121 in 
excess of the premiums paid, and of a total 
of 168 companies in New York only 46 made 
any money. The year 1899 is not a great 
exception. Fire insurance business is con- 
ducted on the principle that one year’s 
gains will atone for another year’s losses, 
\yet it appears that in six of the last twelve 
years there was an aggregate underwrit- 
ing gain ot $44,000,000, while in the other 
six years the losses were nearly $52,000,000. 
The losses seem to be due, not to the fact 


that rates are too low—which, as in Chicago,

| REORGANIZING THE 

Tue bill introduced by Congressman Hay 
of Virginia for bringing the militia of the 
States more directly under the control of 
the national government is a timely and 
‘commendable measure. The law under 
which the National Guard organizations 
are now formed dates from 1792, and is 
antiquated and unsatisfactory. State pol. 
itics plays a large part in the promotion 
and choice of officers, and the ineffectiye- 
ness of the State troops in their raw con- 
dition has been demonstrated in every war 
from that of 1812 to that of 1898. 

The materials in the National Guard 
ments are usually of the best, but the men 
are without anything more than the most 
rudimentary knowledge of the art of war. 
They know little about taking care of 
themselves in camp. The latter fact ac- 
cunts for the insanitary camps and the 
large death rate even among regiments that 
never go to the front. The uselessness of 
militia for active service in the battle field 
before the regiments have been licked into

Mr. Hay’s bill contemplates mnie the 
needed connection between the regular 
establishment and the various State or- 
ganizations by means of a board of officers 
in each State, who shall hold examinations 
for the positions of Second Lieutenant, the 
lowest commissioned officer. With a sys- 
tem of subsequent promotion by merit this 
would give an ‘efficient corps of officers 
thronghout the organization. The bill also 
contemplates the equipment of the National 
Guard with the Krag-Jorgensen rifle and 
its complete organization, on the three bat- 
talion plan, so that in war time it will be 


ready to go into service in the form of bri- 


gades, divisions, and corps, the same as 
the regular army. It makes all citizens be- 
tween the ages of 18 and 45 eligible for 
service in the volunteer army, and it appro- 
priates $4,000,000 for the maintenknce of 
the National Guards in the forty-five States 
as the permanent nucleus for this army. 
Secretary Root has pointed out the neres- 
sity for some such organization of the 
militia, and it will be remembered that Dr. 


Senn ascribed the worst defects in the Cu- 


ban campaign to the lack of adequate prac- 
tical knowledge on the part of the State re- 
ernits and the volunteer officers. The 
passage of some measure of the kind pro- 
posed by Mr. Hay is altogether bie. 


THE CONTROLLER ON BOND | ISSUES. 


Controller Kerfoot does not advise he 


immediate increase of the bonded debt of 
Chicago to $70,000,000, if it can lawfully 
be done. What he recommends first and. 
foremost is a bond issue of $28,000,000 to 
refund the present bonded indebtedness of 
$16,000,000 and to fund a floating indebted- | 
ness of about 512,000,000. The outstanding 
bonds draw 344, 3.65, 4, and 5 per cent in- 
terest. They can be refunded at a lower 
rate. The floating indebtedness consists 
of judgments, of sinking funds expended 
to defray current expenses, of money due 
to the special assessment fund which has 
been spent in the same illegitimate way, 
and of a certain part of the outstanding 
water certificates representing advances 
made by property-owners. That the sink- 
ing funds can be replaced and the private 
holders of this floating indebtedness of the 
city be paid out of its current, revenues 
appears to be out of the question. If the 
city were put. for some years in the hands 
of an able receiver, unhampered by poli- 
tics or an extravagant Council, it might 
be done, but not otherwise. 

Then the Controller goes on to say that if 
a policy of making permanent public im- 
provements is entered upon it will be neces- 
sary to issue bonds to defray their cost- 


“It does not follow,” says he, “that this | 


$70,000,000 of bonds which includes the 
$28,000,000 of refunding bonds just men- 
tioned—“ shall be issued at once, nor does 
it follow that in the next few years it wil! 


be deemed advisable to issue anything like 


the full amount of such bonds.” He is 
thinking of bonds to be issued from time 
to time during the next twenty years for 
some specific purpose, such as bridges, 
docks, public buildings, etc. Whatever 
bonds the city may issue must be paid off 
by it in twenty years from the date of made. 
So if at different times between now and 
1920 bonds to the total amount of $70,000,- 
000 were issued that full amount never 
would be outstanding at any one time. 
The Controller says also—and here all 
will agree with him—that “ no proposition 
to increase the bonded debt should be con- 
sidered unl assurances, by the proper 
safeguards, are given that the money re- 
sulting therefrom will be properly account- 


ed for,“ and also that “the interest and 


principal of the debt will be paid without 
péradventuré at the expiration of the period 
by the creation of sinking funds for such 
purposes.” Having before his eyes an ex- 
ample of the pillaging of sinking funds, the 
Controller recommends legislation which 
shall make that pillaging impossible, thus 
giving taxpayers that protection they have 
not had in the past. 

When the next General Assentply shall 
have enacted such legislation, and perhaps 
shall have provided also for a popular vote 
when it is desired to issue bonds for some 
public improvement, then there will not be 
that popular distrust.of the wisdom of a 
considerable issue of new bonds which pre- 
vails so extensively and justly at this time.

Mrs. Fields Tells of the Life and Char- 
acter of Hawthorie, Mr. Chamber- 
lin Writes of John Brown, and Mr. 
Sedgwick of Thomas Paine—Fifteen 
or More Volumes of the Series in

NDER the name of Beacon Biogra- 
phies " Small. Maynard & Co. of Bos-

mirable series of condensed lives of 
prominent Americans. Though each

ell. Thomas Paine, and Daniel Webster. At 
least five more are in preparation. The 
books are under the general editorship of M. 
A. De Wolfe Howe. 
Among the best of the thumbnail biogra- 
phies is that of Nathaniel Hawthorne,“ by 
Mrs. James T. Fields. The value of volumes 
“like the Beacon Biographies, of which the 
size is pocketable and the material not new, 
must lie, of course, in the selective ability 
revealed by the author. Mrs. Fields’ book 
shows much of this kind of ability, and she 


has presented a miniature portrait of Haw- 


“thorne which is as striking a likeness as 


many of those which have appeared on 


larger canvases. She dwells upon the human 
side of the man more than upon his literary 
-side, and she does not attempt any anaylsis 
-of the style of the great romancer. Mrs. 
Fields knew Hawthorne personally, and so 
in a measure her portrait is original. She 
Says: 
No photograph, and no portrait has ever 


done justice to Hawthorne’s eyes. They 


were soft and kind but in-seeing. I do not 
remember ever having the impression of 
being looked at by Hawthorne, There was, 
however, a keen sense of one’s being under- 
stood by him. Words—speech-— did not seem 
to matter much; he understood, as it were, 


in spite of the unsatisfactory medium of the 


tongue.”’ 

“John Brown,“ by Joseph Edgard Cham- 
berlin, is another fair example of this series. 
John Brown has been writteh about much 
and well, and for the most paft fiercely, de- 
clares Mr. Chamberlin. ‘‘ It would seem that 
the time has come for a calmer account of 
him, given with no heat or bitterness.’’ The 
brief record contained in this little volume 
answers that requirement and is besides as 
clear and comprehensive as some of the fuller 
accounts. The author reviews the early life 


of Brown and shows that at that time there 


was little indication of the coming great 
fighter. But when his object in life was 
made clear to him he marched straight on 
with his simple purpose, arguing no more, 
but living out his frank acceptance of his own 
doctrine. Events soon made a veritable 
scourge, a man of weapons and bloodshed, 


out of this peaceable shepherd, this thrifty | 


buyer and expert sorter of fleeces.”’ 
Emerson and Thoreau idealized Brown too 
much, says Mr. Chamberlin, especially in 
the matter of abstemiousness, for Brown 
knew how to praise good mutton and was 
“normally fond of good viands.” The 
author truly states in his preface that “ the 
story of Brown is so strongly simple, so 
utterly governed by an ideal, so glowing and 
tragical, that any one who follows it closely 
is likely to tind himself kindling before he is 
aware of it.“ It would be a cold reader who 
wouldn’t kindle when he is confronted by 
the cool courage of that final scene. The 
author does not attempt.to account for 
Brown, or even to inquire into the effect of 


nis work. He merely gives the events of the 


life, and these he gives with accuracy and 
conciseress. 

** Heretics of 100 years ago might be Bish- 
ops today.“ writes Ellery Sedgwick in his 
biography of Thomas Paine.“ He attempts 
to give what so many biographers have failed 
to give, a fair and -unbiased history of that 
famous unbellever, making, as he says, of 
the reader both judge and jury. The author 
follows the main outlines of Palne's life from 
his birth in England in 1727 to his death in 
America in 1807. Paine was a failure as a 
*tatesman, writes his biographer, for he 
“had a constitutional inability to see any 
question in more ways than one.“ As both 
statesman and religious reformer his was 
never the language of ‘conciliation, and 
though his logic and eloquence were con- 
vincing his judgment was hasty and his self- 
confidence fanatical. The author sums up 
his clear and concise record of biographical 
events and his dispassionate estimate of the 
man in these words: 

Paine had many virtues, but the great- 
He 

hated cruelty in every form. He hated war, 

he hated slavery, he hated injustice; and 
| his public life was one long battle against 
very form of oppression. Intolerance he 
counted tyranny. Toleration was to him 
but a form of intolerance, for it implies 
mercy when justice alone is asked. This 
fine hate of wrong is of elf enough to lift 
his fame high above t“ ‘ulgar slander of 
his enemies and the cloud of his own error.“ 

Altogether these little volumes delight- 
fully fulfill the editor’s aim; which is to fur- 
nish a “ brief, readable, and authentie ac- 
‘count of those Americans whose personal- 
ities have impressed themselves most deep- 
ly on the character and history of their 
country.”

Americans inherit from a long Une of 


elegiac ancestors the fondness for funereal 
inscriptions which makes such a book as 
“ Quaint Epitaphs desirable to read and 
own. It is the product of many years of 
patient labor and research on the part of 
Mrs. Susan Darling Safford, and she has col- 
lected a great number of inscriptions, old and 
new, from many places along the Atlantic 
coast with a keen sense of the ridiculous and 
unwavering diligence to aid her. The result 
is a thin volume of delight, wherein will be 
found blended that mixture of earnestness 
and ignorance and carelessness which robs 
the grave of half its terrors. What could 


possibly be funnier than this inscription from 


the old cemetery in Kittery, Me.: 
We can but mourn our loss, 

Though wretched was his’ life, 
4 Death took him from the cross, 
Erected by his wife. 


All the book with the exception of a few 
pages at the end is made up from Mrs. Saf- 


ford’s own investigations. For the rest she 
has been obliged to take the word of others. 
Nearly all the old favorites will be found, 
though the more palpable fabrications, are 
given no place. Of books devoted to similar 
topics in part Mrs, Safford has made little 
or no use, and her own work is the more 
valuable on that account. ee George 
M. Hill company.) 


If Mr. R. L. Pabker aa: agreed with Thackeray 
in his definition of humor there would be 
much less fault to find with The Poetry of 


American Wit and Humor” (Page), which 


he has edited. But that mingling of laughter 
and tears which the great professors of the 
art have made their own, and that mingling 
of true poetry in feeling and expression 
which should follow versified humor of the 
best class, ade largely beyond Mr. Paget's 
knowledge, and the result is an imperfect 
conception indeed of what Americans have 
done in this direction. ‘ 

There are, of course, examples of the better 
sort in this volume. If there were enough 
to dominate the whole it would leave nothing 
to bo desired and the occasional inclusion of 
low comedy could be readily forgiven. But 
low comedy predominates, even though many 
illustrious names among American men of 
letters appear on the table of contents. This 
is' due, in part, to another error on the part 
of the editor, that of practically ignoring the 
younger men who have not the honor of a 
personal acquaintance with him. A score of 
rhymesters only a few years older than Mr. 
Paget could be mentioned, all of them pub- 
hshing books from time to time containing 
just the sort of thing which should have been 
included here and is not, books of whose ex- 
istence he seems to be unaware.
